I know there are many who will not 
approve of this Defcription of our Sub-

things, all which are by no means com- 
parable to our Subje&, part of which 
| things are either partly or wholly A 
| B til, 
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til, or wholly combultible and infepa- 
rable by any means or by any Liquor, 
unlefs perhaps they are refolvable by a 
Corrofive, All Philofophers do declare. - 
that the Knowledge of this Divine Sci- 
ence confifteth in the Knowledge of the 
Elements and their occult Operations; 
which isa certain Truth, and it were to 
be wifhed that thofe, who employ their 
‘Thoughts about the abovementioned 
Principles, would ftudy this faying, and 
follow its dire€tion ; there would not 
then be fo many Sophifters, and fo few 
Philofphers; and-they would do well 
to feek out one of the Ancient Philofo- 
phers who expoundeth the Elements, 
and their occult Operations. - But this 
is {carce found in any one,or if perhaps it 
isto be found, yet by reafon of the ob. 
{cure Stile of the Author, it meets with 
incredulous Difciples. 

And therefore for the fake of fome 
good Men, who perhaps bear an honeft 
Mind, I will Difcourfe fomething of the 
Elements, and their Operations, and 
firftand chiefly of the Mover of the E-

This Mover of the Elements which, 
not without good reafon, I will call the 
living Fire, is two-fold, the one vola- 
til, the other Gxt, refiding in the Cen- 
ter of the Barth, of whi@h at preient 
I will not {peak ; but of the: volatil; 
which is a Subftance Invifible, Spiritu- 
al, and wholly Fiery, an Eternal Light 
neareft to God, the Life of the Ele- 
ments, from which the Sun and Moon, 
the radiant Stars, and whatfoever giv- 
eth fortha Lufter in the Heavens, takes 
ats Original and Splendor,fiying through 
the Univerfe, every where prefent, and 


moft of all inthofe things which ftand , 


inneed of continual Nourifhment, in- 
dowed with innumerable Virtues. This 
Coeleftial Light is Originally moft pure 
initfelf, as long itis not @lefiled by im- 
pure Bodies; the Knowledge whereof 
is the Sea of Wifdom,. which 
all who have obtained Light. from 
the Holy Spirit, and Faith from 
the Father of Lights, ought to keep 
fafe, if they defire a happy Succefs in 
this Myfterious Philofophy. This 
Light defcendeth daily into the Ele- 
ments, which are Bodies internally Spi- 
ritual, very fimple, and moft powerful; 
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(3) 
which contain in themfelves a certain fe” 
minal Spirit,which is the very Element» 
and which Spirit of every Element is 
ftirred up togmotion by the living Fire ; 
and if it ‘Were abfent, the Elements 

‘would be dead, efpecially the Fire, if it 
were deprived of this fiery Splendor, 
which by it felf, and not by accident, is 
the true Principle of Motion in ail 
things; and to this the paflive Elements 
are obedient. But yet this Agent can- 
notact without the Elements, nor the 
Elements upon one another without it. 
For this caufe the Elements were made, 
by the moft High Creator, which to- 
gether with their Body contain a cer- 


tain feminal Spirit, very powerful, - 


'whicHliefh hid asa Soulin them, out of 
which by tH€ action of the living Fire 
upon it, daily new feéds are produced. 
This living Fire, ‘with which the Hea- 
vens and ali things are filled by the Cre- 
ator, defcendeth through the Elements 
into the Subject, which is called the 
Balfom of Nature,* Electram immata- 
vum, magnefia, the Green Dragon, Azoth 
Vitreus, the Fire of Nature, the Uni- 
‘werfal Seed, the Salt of the’ Earth, out 
of which all Bodies which confift of the 
te fos Elements 
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| Elements are produced by Nature; and 


out of this Matter, by the adminiftra- 


‘tion of an ingenious Artift, by means 


of aSpagiric deftrutiion, new forms of 


Natural Bodies may be produced;which 
isone of the greateft Arcava of Secret 
Phifophy. For in this Subject lye fe- 


cretly hidden all the Virtues, Proper. 
ties, and fplendors of Animals, Vegeta- 


bles, and Minerals, Metals, and Pre. 


- cious Stones; which by help of Vulcaz, 


‚arebrought from Darknefs to Light. 


Now I will defcribethe Adtion of our 
living Fire upon the Elements, which 


defcendeth out of the Fire into the 
', Heavensason the Element of Fire, and 


there whatfoever is lucid or gliftering, 
as the Sun, Moon and Stars, doth fe- 


_ cretly derive its Original from this living 
Fire, and conftituteth this princtpal E- 
lement, and obeyeth itas a Son the Fa- 


ther, and a Patient its Agent. And 
from this living Fire, the Heaven hath 
its chief Power of acting; andis of fo 
great confequence, that if its Adtion 
upon the Heaven fhould ceafe for one 
moment of time, whole Nature would 
be ruined. For the Sun, Moon and 
Stars would lofe their active and influ- 
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( 10 ) | 
ential Virtue, the Elements would net. 
move, and nothing for ever would have 
any Action; which would be a great 
mifchief to the Earth, and extreamly 
hurtful to all Mixts. For the Power and 
Virtue of this living Fire is fo great,that | 
if that were abfent,the Elements would | 
be. dead, efpecially the Heaven, an E- | 
lement which moft of all ftands in need '| 
of this Light. Having pafled through | ; 
the Heaven, it comesinto the Air, that | 
sreatand moftthin Element, and infi- | 
nuateth it felf moft intimately into it. | 
Inthis Element the Virtue of this Fire 
doth chiefly manifeft it felf; becaufe in 
itis infpiflated, and conftituteth the vi- 
tal Air ; which Air is then agreeable to ° 
the Creatures, for fuftaining of life, For }} ; 
this living Fire fimply is not convenient | 
for the Creatures, nor yet the fimple } 
„Air; but Fire congealed with the moft 
pure part of the Air, and Air impreg- 
_ nated with the Ceeleftial living Fire; } 
and fo they conftitute vital Airs, which | 
every living Creature receiveth for the | 
confervation of its life. This. living | 
Fire needeth the Soul of the Elements, | 
chiefly of the Air, which it makes ufe 
of for aVehiclethat thereby it may more? 
eafily # 
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eafily enter into the other Elements,that 
js to fay the Water, a {ubtile and thin 
Element, in which it is yet more infpif- 
fated, and taketh a more grofs Body of 
which it ftandeth in need for irrorating 
of all Terreftrial things, efpecially 
Salts, Minerals and Stones ; all which 
need fuch irroration ; then being Cloa- 
thed with a thick Garment, it pafleth 
into the Earth, a dark and think Ele- 
ment, and of a very Powerful fixing 
Virtue; and there it puts on a faline 
Body, which predominates over all 
things, and contains the reft of the 
Principles, which it had received inthe 
Air, Heaven and Water, thatis to fay, 
Sulphur and Mercury,by Virtue of which 
it becometh capable of Production. This 
Salt is the Soul of the Earth, and all. o- 
ther things. Therefore if the Harth 
were deprived of this Salt, it would 
want the Power: of fprouting and bud- 
ding, which confifteth only in this Salt; 
of which alfo Mofes was not ignorant, 
faying (inthe fecond Chap. of Ge».) 
And there went up. a mist from the middle 
of the Earth, and watered the fuperficies 
of the ground; which Vapour can be 
nothing elfe, but but the fubtile aaa?

NowT will {peak but a very little of 
the fixed living Fire, which ishidden

and there hath taken up its moft fixed 
Habitation ; andby many Philofophers 
as called the Corporal Water ; butit 
may better be called the Fire of Bodies, 
Toknow this is isthe moft fecret My- 
{tery in all our Philofophy. This fixt 
Fire hath a great fympathy with the vo- 
latil Fire ; for it wanteth it as an ali- 
ment, and to its Nourifhment, which it 
continually attrateth out of the Wa- 
ter and Air,and converteth into its own 
Subftance ; and inthis as in a Center al} 
the Virtue lyeth concentrated » which 
being fcattered, flyeth in the Circum: 
ference ; as may be obferved in Man, in 
| whom

whom this Fire fixed in the Centér of 
of the Heart, hath its Seat as the Yolk 
inthe Egg. But its Operation js in- 
vilible and very fecret, and yet very 
powerful, which alfo few know ; for 
it operates by its heat in all things, 
which lie in the Earth, and exciteth 
the Fluxand reflux of the Sea, as the 
Pulfe in Man is excited by the Fire 
which lieth hid. in the Center of his 
Heart. Hencealfoall the Watery and 
Airy Vapours, by the helpof this Fire 
are elevated from the Earth and Sea in- 
tothe Air, which Compofe the Clouds, 
and by rarefaction of the Winds (being 
impregnated by the vital Spirit) fall 
down again to the Earth in form of

In thts 
Mercurial Liquor may be feen what is 
Sulphur and Mercury; for the Suphar 
at firth fheweth it felf in a Purple and 
Yellow colour ; but the Mercury is in- 
velted with a Watery and Airy humi- 
dity ; and tho’ the Salt appeareth not, 
yet its Virtue is eminent in this Liquor.

is fluid in the fire, and values not its 
Martyrdom at all; and lofeth nothing 
of its Virtue therein, though it be kept 
in it divers years, which other Salts, as 
Vitriol, Sal Gemme, and other the like 

_ Salts, cannot do; for by often repeating 
ignitions, they allturntoan unprofita- 
ble and unfluxible Calx, which is not 
sefolvable in any Liquor, being of the 
Nature of damned Earth. 

Tho’ the matter to fight is moft 

vile and moft cold, yet its more inward 
‘parts are meer Fire, and aboundeth 
with the Liviag Fire, and the Virtues 
both of the Superiors and Inferiors ;

and therefore its Soul flyeth in all 
places to bring down the Living Fire. 
For the Father of it istheS#s, and the 
Mother the 44002, from which it fe- 
cretly deriveth che Virtues of all things, 
This Living Fire ruleth powerfully in 
our two radical Su/phurs, fixed and vo- 
latile ; which two being firmly united, 
do conftitute our Univerfal Mersury, 
which containeth in it felfthe two Cen- 
tral Fires of the Macrocofm, the Cos- 
leftial and Terreftrial ; andthefe two, 
by the help of External Fire, are redu- 
ced into one Subitance, in which the 
Coeleftial and Terreftrial Virtues lie 
concentrated, which heat isthe innate 
heat of every thing, which often fhew- 
eth its {piendor inthe Eyes of Fifhes, 
Hairs of ‘Brutes and Men, in Infeéts 
generated out-of Dew, as alfo in rot- 
ten Wood; but I think itis fufficient, 
that everyone daily feeth the lufter of 
Gold and Silver, Pearls and Precious 
Stones, and allo beholdeth the Sex and’ 
Moon. 
Laltly,it is to be confidered, That the 
. Tintture of the Philofophers is a Sub- 
{tance tinging imperfeét Metals in a 
very rong Figg, into perfett Gold and 
Ä Silver, 
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Silver, from whence it neceflarily fol- 


loweth, that its Subjelt oughtalfo con- 


itantly torefift the Flames, and to re- 
joyceinthem. But itis not¢he whole 
Subftance of the firft Matter which en- 
dures the Fire; becaufe it aboundeth 
with many Elementary Feces, which 
are combuftible in the Fire; but only 
Its pure parts, which are alfo called in- 
combuftible Oyls,rejoyce in theFire,and 
are permanent init; becaufe they are 
of a pure Nature, and not. defiled with 
any Feces, therefore the Fire cannot 
touch them. Wherefore it isneceflary 
in the firft place, to purifie the Matter, 
and take away the Sphere of Saturz, 
which becloudeth the Suz and Aoo», 
before they can defpife the Fire ; and 
then decott thefe parts till they be re- 
duced into one thing, whole Virtues 
neither Fire, nor Water, nor Iron, nor 
Air, can diminifh,but they,unvanquifh- 
ed,refift all their-force, Confider there- 
fore, O Man, the Wifdom and Power, 
which the moft Wife, Eternal, and Om- 
nipotent God, Fehowa hath granted thee.

VVE have fpoken copioufly of di- 


vers things neceflary to this 
Art ; but we will {peak yet more, and 
things more neceflary, among which 
isthe folution of Gold into Water, 
which is the beginning of making our 
Divine Mercury, and that is, to convert 
the hardand foft Nature of our Gold, 
intoa thinand watery Subftance, with 
confervation of the Internal Nature, 
and Property of Gold. For if this In- 
ternal Su/phur fhould be corrupted and 
deftroyed, it would not be a Phyfical, 
but Sophiftical Operation; but that 
which we delire to perform, ought to 
be done with our corrofive pontie bitter 
and fharp Mercsry, which imitateth 
the Natures of Sof and Luna, with 
which we truly diflolve ; becaufe our 
Sulphur is hard and kept clofein the Pri- 
fon of its Excrements; therefore he

Subftance ought to fet it at liberty and 
extract it, inthe mean time by the fame 
Qperation wealfo calcine, reduce, dif. 
folve and putrifietheGold. For if we 
calcine, the Fire burneth the Heteroge- 
neousfetid and vifcid parts which natu- 


_ tally adhere to Gold, and conferveth 


the Homogeneal parts, full of life, and 


| fo attenuateth them, that thereby they 
become of more eafıe folution.

thing doth more deftroy and conferve 
thefe parts, than our pontic and corro-
